“In fact,”” Senator Kenyon  ob- 
served, “the cost of campaigning has 
increased with the cost of living.” 

“This $15,000,000 ‘corruption 
fund,’ that Gov. Cox speaks of. Do 
you know how it was to be used to 
corrupt the public?” Senator Ken- 
yon asked. 

“That statement is as false as it is 
libelous,"" Hays declared. 

Senator Kenyon asked Hays if he 
had any suggestions of how a law 
could be drafted to limit campaign 
expenditures. 

“It would be very difficult,” the 
Republican chairman said, “but I 
would like to see it done, and (I 
would like to see a law passed that 
all national, senatorial and congres- 
sional primaries should be held on 
the same day in every state.’ 

“T also would like to see this com- 
mittee prepare and present a law 
regulating expenditures in these pri- 
maries,”’ he added. 

Never Saw Quota Sheet. 

Taking up the specific charges in 
Gov. Cox's Pittsburg speech, Senator 
Kenyon questioned Hays about the 
much-discussed “quota sheet” from 
which the Democratic nominee read 
figures to show the Republicans 
sought to raise $8,145,000 in 61 
principal cities. 

Hays denied ever having seen or 

heard of the quota sheet, denied 
ever having been at a meeting where 
it was distributed or discussed, ‘and 
declared inquiry by him had failed 
to show any Republican party lead- 
er who had heard of it. 
Hays told Senator Kenyon that he 
had never heard of the quota list of 
cities which Gov. Cox set out in his 
Pittsburg speech. 

“Gemebody gave the Governor a 
shoddy list,” he said. “The state- 
ments in regard to the whole quota 
matter are false.”

In the royal picture gallery you do not find so many round-faced 
women as among other mortals. Perhaps that is because in two or 
three of the leading families whose blood courses through the veins 
of almost all the rulers or ex-rulers of Europe today a pronouncedly 
long face existed. You will find it in the Austrian house and among 
the Bourbons, and from both of those families Alphonso XIII de- 
rived his long, narrow face which will doubtless be inherited by the 
future royal family of Spain. But there was one very round-faced 
Empress. However, she had not a drop of royal blood in her veins, 
but became Empress because she captivated Peter the Great of 
Russia and then played her cards well enough to make herself his 
legal wife. And if she had not the pleasant round face, and the 
rounded figure that Peter so admired, Catherine never would have 
achieved this distinction. She is described as having had round 
lips and cheeks, with sensual] rolling eyes and the large hips and full 
bosom that Peter the Great so admired. Besides she had a turned- 
up nose and this exercised its charm on the Emperor, too. : 

That round faces are not inconsistent with distinguished literary 
achievement you may prove by the faet that Jane Austen, who per- 
sistently remains one of the most admired figures in English litera- 
ture, was described as having “cheeks that were too round and too 
full,” and a face that was round rather than long. 7 

Oval, long and pointed faces come in for their share of praise 
in the writings of novelists, but it is not very often that a novelist 
comes right out with the statement that the heroine is round-faced. 
George Sand, however, gives her Consuelo a round face, though she 
does not claim for her any attributes of beauty. 

Sometimes we think of the long face as being the saintly face, 
but Santa Teresa, one of the most admirable little saints you could 
find in the calendar, an altogether human and lovable woman, 
possessed a round face that didn’t seem to interfere at all with her 
great piety. Nor did it interfere with her beauty, either. She was 
mystical and, as we would say nowadays, decidedly “psychic,” and 
the long, narrow face is perhaps the one that you associate with 
such a nature. But Santa Teresa was a doer as well as 4 dreamer. 
Ghe was a wonderful combination of the visionary and the practical. 
And this practical side of her nature was made evident in her deter- 
mined face which, like the rest of her physique, was of more than 
average size. " 

Even the Madonna has been portrayed as round-faced, though 
the popular notion among the artists has been that he rface was 
oval or even pointed. You will find round-faced Mandonnas in any 
gallery of Italian artists and none are perhaps more lovely than 
those of the Italian artist Perugino.
